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Tve put my 
life on hold 
for Dobbo’ 


THE wife of Cambridge United 
fan Simon Dobbin, who was 
left brain-damaged after a bru¬ 
tal attack, has spoken of not 
dwelling on her husband’s past 
because it “tugs on her heart¬ 
strings”. 

It is almost one year since 
‘Dobbo’, 44, returned home 
from hospital, unable to walk 
or talk. 

“My life is on hold for him 
but I wouldn’t have it any other 
way,” said Nicole Dobbin, of 
Mildenhall. 

“I get a lot of sleepless nights. 
I get out of bed and the first 
thing I’ve got to think about is 
caring for Simon, make sure 
he’s got medication and give 
him personal care. 

“He hasn’t really made a great 
deal of progress. He’s very aware 
of the people around him, and 
will say a few words but that’s 
only after being prompted. 

“He’s still being fed through 
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a peg and still needs 24-hour 
care.” 

On March 21, 2015, Simon 
was in the Blue Boar pub in 
Southend after a match at the 
Roots Hall stadium and “sus¬ 
pected trouble”. 

He told a friend that they 
should leave Southend. 

The pair walked near the Rail¬ 
way pub but were attacked by a 
group from behind, leaving Si¬ 
mon with life-altering injuries. 

Nicole said: “When I was first 
told [about Simon’s injuries] I 
was at work. I had been told to 
travel to Southend and I was 
thinking that the guy who told 
me was exaggerating. 

“But to see him on life sup¬ 
port and how swollen his head 
was... 


“I didn’t believe in my heart 
that he’d be permanently dam¬ 
aged - but as time has gone 
over I’m accepting him the way 
he is now. 

“It helps not to dwell on what 
he was like before, because that 
tugs on my heart strings.” 

Simon, who lives with his 
wife and daughter, Emily, 18, 
was released from hospital on 
March 16, 2016. 

Nicole describes him as a 
“very family orientated” man 
- as well as a staunch football 
fan. 

He played for the local foot¬ 
ball team at Beck Row, before 
he hung up his boots after an 
injury to his arm. 

Dobbo would also regularly 
play golf and spent quality time 
with his daughter every week¬ 
end.

Nicole, who has been mar¬ 
ried to Simon for 19 years, 
added that there are still lin¬ 
gering signs of her husband 
in his character. 

“He was brilliant. He was 
the life and soul of a party 
and he loved the limelight,” 
she said. 

“When we went to watch 
the Cambridge United 
match against Portsmouth 
for the first time after his in¬ 
juries, you could see in his 
reaction that he loved the 
attention. 

“He reacts to noise and 
still gets very involved. When 
Portsmouth scored, Simon 


cheered. We all laughed and 
said ‘Wrong side, Simon!’” 

There are also signs of 
Dobbo’s affectionate side. 

“When I say I love you, he 
says it back,” said Nicole. 

“He can still recognise 
people and learn their 
names, but can’t string a 
sentence together. 

“But I can’t dwell on the 
past because nothing is go¬ 
ing to change. This is Simon 
the way he is now.” 

On Simon’s daily life, 
Nicole said: “We’re able to 
get out more now, since we 
got a mobility vehicle. 

“We take him to the local 
pub, which is the Hungry 
Horse in Mildenhall. 

“He has some really good 


friends that come on a regu¬ 
lar basis. Some of them trav¬ 
el from Attleborough practi¬ 
cally every other weekend. 

“It’s hard for them, be¬ 
cause a lot of people don’t 
want to see him the way he 
is, but it lifts his spirits.” 

Nicole expects to care for 
her husband for the foresee¬ 
able future. 

“While we can keep him 
home I think that’s the best 
place for him. I’ve been in 
a care background profes¬ 
sionally for 20 years, so I 
know what is expected of 
me.” 

A total of 13 men deny af¬ 
fray and assisting an offend¬ 
er at court, and will stand 
trial in June. 


MP shows concern over village crime 


LUCY Frazer MP has written 
to police after hearing 
reports of crime in a 
Cambridgeshire village. 

The News reported last 
week that residents in 
Westley Waterless are fearful 
of the number of crimes 
that have taken place in 
their community, and a lack 


of police presence in the 
village. 

Police released a statement 
warning residents against 
taking matters into their 
own hands after rumours of 
a "vigilante society" in the 
village emerged. 

Ms Frazer, who represents 
South East Cambridgeshire, 


told the News: "I am very 
concerned to hear that 
there have been burglaries 
in Westley Waterless which 
must be very worrying for 
residents. I have written to 
the police to find out what 
steps they are taking and 
will continue to monitor the 
position."

Report exposes 
former council 


NEWMARKET Town Council 
left itself open to fraud and 
corruption by having inad¬ 
equate controls in place, ac¬ 
cording to the town’s mayor. 

Global accountancy firm, 
BDO, identified “serious 
weaknesses” in the way the 
council had been run. 

The report covers the coun¬ 
cil’s finances until March 
2016. 

Mayor of Newmarket, Andy 
Drummond, who took over 
running the council in May 
2016, said the “damning” re¬ 
port would have been made 
public sooner but there were 
issues he had wanted looking 
at. 

At a town council finance 
and policy committee meet¬ 
ing on Monday, Cllr Drum¬ 
mond, said: “One of the first 
jobs I had to do as mayor was 
sign this report off. 

“There were boxes which 
asked whether I was happy or 
unhappy with certain aspects 
of the council. 

“There were some boxes 
that I was unable to put a yes 
in, which meant a bit of fur¬ 
ther investigation - so that’s 
why it’s taken a while to come 
through. And I think I’ve done 
the right thing.” 
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He added: “It’s a damning 
report. It’s very disappoint¬ 
ing - certainly the previous 
regime would have had eve¬ 
ryone think it was all hunky- 
dory on the council.” 

In the report, BDO states 
that Cllr Drummond would 
not sign off three out of nine 
areas. These included wheth¬ 
er he thought the council 
maintained an adequate sys¬ 
tem of internal control, in¬ 
cluding measures designed to 
prevent and detect fraud and 
corruption. 

He also felt that the coun¬ 
cil did not “take reasonable 
steps” to assure there were no 
matters of actual or potential 
non-compliance with laws, 
regulations and proper prac¬ 
tices that could have had a 
significant financial effect on 
the ability of the council to 
conduct its business or on its 
finances. 

The council was put into 
‘special measures’ last year, 
after an examination of its ac¬ 
counts by an auditor. 

The auditor had to make 
12 recommendations for im¬ 
provement. 


A number of issues were 
raised at a meeting last year, 
including councillors signing 
their own expenses and sign¬ 
ing cheques for organisations 
outside the council - of which 
they chaired. 

An issue highlighted by 
councillors on Monday was 
agreeing to purchase a new 
boiler for the Memorial Hall 
at an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing on November 2, 2015, for 
£5,200. 

Two working days before a 
meeting, then town clerk Isa¬ 
belle Barrett sent an agenda 
with alternative quotes for 
the boiler after the original 
had “broken down”. 

Procedural rules state that 
“three days notice” must be 
given before a meeting. 

Cllr Chris O’Neill told the 
News: “We were meant to get 
three days to a meeting, and 
that hadn’t been adhered to. 
So it wasn’t a legal meeting. 
We had three quotes. But we 
couldn’t do our research be¬ 
fore the meeting so we had 
to spend time on the night to 
decide on the boiler.”

Council - which he sees 
as “more important”. 

Cllr Barker told the 
News: “I’ve just had 
enough of it. I didn’t find 
the right time to be able 
to get down to the coun¬ 
cil every Monday. 

“I’ve got plenty of work 
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to do with Forest Heath, 
and it’s more important 
to be on Forest Heath 
because they’ve got deci¬ 
sions to make and that’s 
what I’m hoping to do.” 

He added: “You don’t 
seem to be able to make 
decisions for Newmar¬ 
ket - it’s not the most 
enlightening place be¬ 
cause most things have 
to report back to other 
people.” 

The town council is 


now advertising the va¬ 
cancy for the St Mary’s 
ward. 

If by March 8, a request 
for an election to fill the 
vacancy is made to For¬ 
est Heath by 10 electors, 
an election will be held. 
Otherwise, the vacancy 
will be filled by co-op¬ 
tion. 

If an election is called, 
it will take place no later 
than May 15. 

Cllr Barker is the fourth 
person to resign from the 
council within a year. 

The total cost of a by- 
election is £5,000.

Appeal for

Speeding offences 
drop IS per cent 


THE number of speed¬ 
ing offences in Newmarket 
dropped by 18 per cent last 
year, according to figures re¬ 
leased under a Freedom of 
Information request. 

A total of 2,288 speeding 
offences were recorded by 
police with ‘manned-equip¬ 
ment’ in 2015, but that figure 
fell to 1,877 last year. 

The A14 saw 1,787 speed¬ 
ing offences in 2015, but 
1,504 in 2016. 

There were 359 offences 
involving heavy-goods vehi¬ 
cles recorded in 2015, which 
went down to 305 the follow¬ 
ing year. 

Other than the A14, fig¬ 
ures showed that Fordham 
Road and Bury Road were the 
worst roads in the town for 
speeding offences. 

Fordham Road, where 
there is a maximum speed of 
30mph, had 23 cases in 2016, 
and 32 the previous year. 

Bury Road, which also has 
a 30mph speed limit, had 21 
cases last year and 40 in 2015. 

The highest speed clocked 
in Fordham Road last year 
was 53mph, which ended in a 
prosecution. 

The same speed was 
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clocked in Bury Road, but the 
offence was cancelled. 

Figures show there was 
a 4.5 per cent increase in 
speeding offences being can¬ 
celled last year. 

A total of 197 were can¬ 
celled in 2016, which was up 
from 188 the year before. 

The reasons why they were 
cancelled could be, according 
to police, because a course 
had been attended; it was an 
emergency vehicle; ‘error on 
or with notice or evidence’; 
foreign vehicle; foreign visi¬ 
tor; notice lost or spoilt; 
owner-driver not traced; sen¬ 
ior officer or process officer 
made the decision; the statu¬ 
tory time limit expired. 

The figures reveal the most 
frequent offenders exceeding 
the 70mph speed limit on a 
dual carriageway were aged 
between 30 and 39 years old. 

There were also a total of 
145 people between the ages 
of 50 and 59 who took part in 
training courses for speeding 
- only four behind those aged 
30-39. 


Other roads in Newmarket 
that saw a number of offenc¬ 
es included Snailwell Road, 
with 13 offences in 2016. 

Cllr Robin Millar told the 
News: “I welcome it - it’s 
good to know. More enforce¬ 
ment is being carried out, 
and Newmarket is getting 
busier, so it may also be due 
to the weight of traffic, which 
means that roads are moving 
slower as a result.” 

Insp Mark Shipton said: 
“We have seen a reduction 
in speeding offences in New¬ 
market and this could be due 
to people being more aware 
of enforcement being carried 
out in the town. 

“We continue to carry out 
targeted speeding enforce¬ 
ment activity in Newmarket 
and the areas we select are in 
response to information we 
receive about speeding tak¬ 
ing place, including Fordham 
Road and Bury Road, which 
are the main routes into the 
town.”

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There was lot 
wrong at council 

IN response to the article on 
Newmarket Town Council staff costs I 
feel it's an opportune time to give the 
electorate some feedback on what's 
been happening. 

When I became mayor last May it 
soon became evident that there was a 
lot wrong with the council. 

I was required to sign an annual 
return for the period March 31, 2016 
(before my time on the council) and 
I was unable to tick all the YES boxes 
which lead BDO LLP to conduct 
further investigations. That report is 
now available for the public to view by 
appointment at the Memorial Hall - 
please do come along and read it - it's 
your right to hold us to account. 

Additionally the SALC audit 
uncovered 12 major issues which 
caused me to put the council "under 
special measures". 

An audit found over 100 health 
and safety violations which have 
been addressed by health and safety 
consultant Sarah Walters. 

We have also undertaken a full 
independent audit which will not be 
for circulation outside councillors. 

Everything points to a complete 
absence of processes for cash, credit 
cards and suppliers. 

With a large number of staff and 
associated costs this is not what I 
expected to find! 

A number of these matters were 
alerted to me by Cllr Rachel Hood. 

I am pleased to say that with the 
support of councillors Hudson, 

Hulbert, Morrey, O'Neill, Starkey, 
Wadham and Winter we have been 
able to expose these short comings. 

At next Monday's full council 
meeting I am hoping to achieve 
unanimous support for a proposal to 
bring in professional accountants to 
help us implement robust financial 
systems. Only that way will we be able 
to tick YES in all the boxes of the audit 
ending March, 2017.

Why should we

A MEETING of the parish council 
on Tuesday, February 14, in the 
Community Room at Cheveley 
School was attended by several 
members of the public. 

It was reported that a latch had 
been put on the cemetery gate and 
that the gate would be painted during 
dry weather in the spring. 

Permission had been obtained 
to carry out the tree work at the 
cemetery and this was due to be take 
place on March 13. It was agreed 
to purchase replacement trees to 
be delivered in order to be planted 
at the spring clean up which will be 
held on Saturday, March 25. Any 
volunteers would be very welcome 


and should just turn up at the 
cemetery at 10 am with gardening 
tools if possible. There will be jobs for 
those of all abilities, young and old. 

It is intended that the main priority 
of the morning will be planting and 
replanting. 

The clerk reported that there 
had been no response from the 
developers at The Paddocks. The 
council had written a letter expressing 
concern at vast amounts of mud 
on the road and damage to nearby 
pavements caused by vehicles 
attending the site. 

Repairs were carried out on 
Friday, January 20, to potholes in the 
recreation ground car park. 

The Speedwatch team had 
operated in Ashley Road on February 
13 and five vehicles had been 


reported to the police for excess 
speed. They would carry out other 
checks in areas of concern in the 
parish soon. 

Various planning matters were 
considered. There was a great deal 
of concern regarding a retrospective 
application for a one in 100-year 
storm attenuation pond to serve 
The Paddocks as this was situated 
outside the development envelope. 
The council firmly stated that the 
attenuation tank should be installed 
as per the original application. 

An appeal had been made against 
the refusal of the application for 
demolition of the existing property 
and replacement with three new 
houses at Burrell Lodge. The council 
would reiterate its views on this as 
the proposed development would be 


outside the building envelope and 
was in the conservation area. 

Councillor Ian Jackson reported 
on a meeting of the pavilion and 
recreation ground working group on 
January 31.

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COURT OF APPEAL 

Gunman loses his appeal over 
New Year caravan site killing

A GUNMAN serving a life sentence for the 
murder of another traveller has lost his Court of 
Appeal bid to overturn his conviction. 

Lawyers for Mark Mosley, 44, had argued 
that violence outside Cambridge Crown Court 
during his trial may have skewed the jury’s 
view of the case. 

Mosley, who lived at a travellers’ site in First 
Drove, Burwell, had been found guilty of killing 
36-year-old father-of-four Jess Smith at the site 
on New Year’s Day 2015. 

The murder followed a bare-knuckle fight 
between members of the two men’s families 
after an argument at a New Year’s Eve party at 
the Comrades Club in Soham. 

In November 2015, Mosley was given a life 
sentence, to serve a minimum of 30 years, after 
the trial heard that he had killed Mr Smith with 
a sawn-off shotgun, fired three times. 

Last week he took his bid to clear his name to 
the Court of Appeal in London. 

His lawyers said trouble outside the court 
could have affected the jury’s decision. 

They said police had been unable to control 
people congregating outside the court, result¬ 
ing in what the trial judge described as “pan¬ 
demonium”. 

John Black, QC, for Mosley, argued that the 


chaos in the street was enough to make the 
jury’s verdict unsafe. 

But in rejecting the appeal, Lord Justice Si¬ 
mon said that, if anything, the jury may have 
been prejudiced against the Smith family if 
they had seen what happened. 

He said: “It is not properly arguable that the 
decision to hold the trial in Cambridge ren¬ 
dered the trial unfair or the verdict unsafe. 

“Unless there is specific identified prejudice 
or substantial risk of prejudice, a disturbance, 


however severe, doesn’t give rise to an arguable 
ground of appeal.” 

Lord Justice Simon added: “If there was prej¬ 
udice, it was more likely to have been against 
the Smith family who, on Mark Mosley’s ac¬ 
count, were behaving particularly aggressively. 

“There is no real material to suggest that the 
jury weren’t able to carry out their function 
fairly and properly.” 

The court heard that violence at the New 
Year party had led to plans for a “fair fight” 


involving a traveller from the Smith family, 
called “Rambo”, who went to the Mosley fam¬ 
ily’s caravan home with others to sort out the 
disagreement. 

But as a bare-knuckled fight broke out, shots 
were fired and Mr Smith, of Potton, Bedford¬ 
shire, was fatally injured. 

Mr Black said the defence case was that the 
killing might have been the result of the acci¬ 
dental firing of another weapon and that the 
jury’s decision was based on their assessment 
of die witnesses. 

He said there had been a “real fear” of trou¬ 
ble between the families during the trial. 

“It wasn’t that it came from nowhere, it was 
predicted,” he told the judge, sitting with Mr 
Justice Holroyde and Mr Justice Soole. 

Mr Black said that when the jury retired to 
consider their verdict, trouble escalated and 
vehicles were damaged, with police having to 
close the road. 

The Smith family had been allowed to take 
up an intimidating position outside the court 
in East Road. 

He said the jury were so scared they asked if 
it was safe for them to go home and the intimi¬ 
dating atmosphere may have affected the jury 
and made the trial unfair. 

But, in dismissing the appeal, Lord Justice 
Simon said there had been no disturbance in¬ 
side the court, only outside the building and 
that had been primarily a matter for the police.

Having no luck in finding 
him themselves, neighbours 
offered to help to try and 
find him and even posted 
an appeal on their local 
Facebook group to see if 
anyone had seen Graham. 

Thankfully, the next 
morning a neighbour called 
to say he had been found, 
but was very badly injured. 
Rushing Graham to their local 
vet their worst fears were 
confirmed that he had been 
hit by a car and had suffered 
serious head trauma. X-rays 
displayed multiple fractures 
and Graham was quickly 
referred to us for specialist 
assessment and treatment. 

Graham came in to our 
surgery team and Daniela 
Murgia, a European specialist 
in small animal surgery. 
"Graham was in a critical 
state, having several fractures 
to the head and jaw. He was 
also having regular seizures," 
says Daniela. "A CT scan 
revealed more fractures 
than first seen on the X-rays, 
as well as a bleed on the 
brain, which was causing the 
seizures. After consultation 
with our neurology team, 
we began treatment with 
anti-seizure medications and 
these gradually stabilised and 
resolved." 

Graham's jaw needed to 
be sutured shut to allow the 
fractures to heal and he was 
tube fed and cared for by the 
dedicated AHT nursing team 
for almost two weeks at the 
clinic. 

The team were amazed 
by his recovery. "He 
showed encouraging signs 
of improvement within a

few days. He bonded with 
the whole nursing team and 
would often run up to the

the human resources budg¬ 
et £150,000, and the leisure 
services budget £110,450. 

Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, told 
the News: “I'm delighted 
that we’ve been able to fi¬ 
nalise these budgets. Forest 
Heath has put up its precept 
a little, but our town clerk 
has assured me that the 
budget has kept up with in¬ 
flation, so we’ve not needed 
to increase the precept on 
our end.” 

Among the additions and 
alterations to the budget 
include a police commu¬ 


nity support officer, costing 
£32,000 per year. 

The move comes after the 
closure of Newmarket po¬ 
lice station’s front desk in 
April, which sparked con¬ 
cerns over officer visibility 
in the town. 

The PCSO would also be 
envisioned as a makeshift 
parking attendant, before 
parking responsibilities are 
transferred to the county 
council by April, 2019. 

A PCSO works with police 
officers and shares some of 
their powers, such as deal¬ 
ing with minor offences like 
parking tickets, early inter¬ 
vention to deter offenders, 
house-to-house inquiries 
and guarding crime scenes.

‘Good possibility’ 
Corrie in landfill 


THE mother of missing airman Cor¬ 
rie McKeague admits there is a “good 
possibility” of finding her son at a 
landfill site identified by police. 

Nicola Urquhart, 48, also wants 
people to come forward if they think 
someone is acting “oddly” in relation 
to Corrie’s disappearance. 

The site at Milton, near Cam¬ 
bridge, will be searched by police 
subject to lengthy preparatory work. 

Corrie, 23, has been missing since 
September last year after a night out 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Mrs Urquhart said: “I think there’s 
a good possibility that that’s where 
he could have ended up, because I 
try to look at things logically. 

“What we know is that he’s not left 
on foot, he’s not still in there now, so 
he’s left in a vehicle. That means he 
could have gone in a bin and then in 
the bin lorry, or in one of the other 
vehicles that were there. 

“I don’t think anyone who has 
put Corrie there is going to come 
forward - they would have done 
it by now. But if someone knows 
how someone is behaving, if they 
are behaving oddly, we’re going to 
find Corrie if he’s in that landfill, so 
come forward now, so whoever has 
put him there doesn’t get away with 
saying he’s fallen in a bin and it’s an 
accident. At least give us some more 
closure, not just finding Corrie, but 
also how he got there and what hap¬ 
pened to him.”

Officers were in touch with Cor¬ 
rie’s family last week to update them 
on the progress of the preparatory 
work ahead of the landfill search. 

A total of 8,000 tonnes of bulk ma¬ 
terial is being removed from the site 
before the search can take place. 

Detective Superintendent Katie 
Elliott said that work to locate Corrie 
was continuing both in preparation 
for the site search and in the inquir¬ 
ies being made. 

“The work to trace Corrie remains 
a priority and we are continuing to 
progress our investigation as the 
work around the site search is being 
planned. 

“It was initially hoped that the 
search could start next week, but the 
logistics of building access routes 
and ensuring the area is safely acces¬ 
sible for those who will be carrying 
out the work mean further prepara¬ 
tory activity will need to be done 
first.” 

Corrie’s family took part in a pub¬ 
lic search at Barton Mills on Sunday, 
which covered approximately six to 
seven kilometres. 

Nothing was found in relation to 
Corrie’s disappearance.

Meanwhile, a potential witness 
has been identified in connection 
with Corrie’s disappearance. 

Police identified a cyclist shown in 
recently released CCTV images. 

They are, however, renewing the 
appeal to find two more potential 
witnesses seen on foot in the area 
where Corrie was last seen. 

The two images show an older 
gentleman and a person seen walk¬ 
ing through the Brentgovel Street/ 
horseshoe area of Bury St Edmunds 
around 5.15am - 5.20am on Satur¬ 
day, September 24. 

Police have also been reviewing 
data that has now been provided by 
a private company employed by Mrs 
Urquhart to see if this can provide 
any further information to assist the 
investigation.

Children with 
needs ‘let down’

CHILDREN in Suffolk with 
special needs and disabili¬ 
ties are being failed by the 
system, says a new report. 

According to a joint re¬ 
port from Ofsted and the 
Care Quality Commission, 
completed in December, 
children and parents in Suf¬ 
folk are losing out due to a 
system that is confusing, 
slow and inefficient. 

In their report Ofsted and 
the CQC highlighted delays 
in referral, assessment, di¬ 
agnosis and gaps in service 
provision. 

The report said: “Too 
many (parents) feel that 
they are driven to crisis 
point before additional 
support and advice are 
identified and put in place 
for them and their chil¬ 
dren.” 

The report also pointed 
to specific failures to pro¬ 
vide advice, support and 
provision to those with 
autism and mental health 


difficulties, and those need¬ 
ing speech and language 
therapy and occupational 
therapy. 

Problems were also found 
in the quality and acces¬ 
sibility of information for 
carers and parents because 
of poor communication. 

A survey last October car¬ 
ried out by the Suffolk Par¬ 
ent Carer Network (SPCN), 
which worked with Ofsted 
and the CQC, found similar 
results, adding that some 
parents and carers opted to 
go for private care instead 
of waiting. 

In response to the Ofsted 
report, the SPCN said the 
results would come as no 
surprise to families. 

It said: “The reality is 
that the lived experience of 
too many families is one of 
fighting to get their voices 
heard when trying to get the 
help and support their child 
or young person needs, and 
often being unable to access 
services or being passed 
from one agency to another 
with no resolution.” 

Respondents to the SPCN 


report were anonymous 
but one said: “They refuse 
to work together but would 
rather cause more distress 
to families by passing them 
round and round the sys¬ 
tem with no accountability 
or responsibilty whilst the 
child suffers.” 

The Ofsted and CQC re¬ 
port acknowledged that 
Suffolk County Council and 
the Clinical Commissioning 
Groups (CCGs) recognised 
the problems during the in¬ 
spection. 

In a joint statement, Suf¬ 
folk County Council and 
Suffolk’s CCGs confirmed 
they were aware of some of 
the failings before the Of¬ 
sted report and agreed with 
the findings. 

They said transforming 
these services would be 
a priority having now ap¬ 
pointed designated clinical 
officers for special educa¬ 
tion needs. 

They said they were al¬ 
ready working together 
with the SPCN to introduce 
a number of changes to ed¬ 
ucation and social care.

B est-selling author 

Joanna Trollope seems to 
have an extremely ordered 
life, from her elegant attire, 
perfectly sculpted hair and 
cut-glass accent, to her immaculate 
home in up-market Chelsea. 

There's no clutter and, 
apparently, no man. She has lived 
alone through choice for years. 

There is, however, a large family 
in which she envelops herself 
regularly: two daughters, two 
stepsons and nine grandchildren 
aged between 18 and eight, who 
she sees frequently. 

Joanna, 73, seems so fastidiously 
in control, perfectly poised and 
tidy-minded, yet her novels are 
filled with emotional chaos, as she 
tackles the contemporary problems 
of fractured families, adoption, 
affairs and myriad relationship and 
work issues. 

"We are all swans in a sense," 
muses the author, whose titles 
include The Rector's Wife, 

Marrying The Mistress, Other 
People's Children and Second 
Honeymoon. "We have this very 
thin veneer of educated, controlled, 
cultivated civilisation. Our lives are 
managed, yet underneath it's like 
the last act of Hamlet. Everybody's 
got a sick parent or a child who's 
been bullied at school, or they've 
just been dumped or lost a job. 
Nobody is immune." 

Her novels were once dubbed 
'Aga sagas' an uncomplimentary 
nod to their middle-class Home 
Counties domestic settings and a 
label which justifiably irks the 
author. They are, after all, well- 
crafted, astutely observed 
contemporary stories examining 
the dilemmas of modern life. There 
is nothing cosy about them. 

Joanna's 20th novel City Of 
Friends attests to that, focusing on 
four high flying businesswomen 
friends and all the dilemmas they 
face with family, colleagues and 
children - and an elderly mother 
with dementia thrown in the mix, a 
subject close to home. 

"My father had dementia for 
about 15 years - it's hideous," she 
reveals. For a long time, her mother 
looked after him at home, until he 
became too ill for her to cope. 

"Luckily I have a brother and 
sister to whom I'm very close, and 
we were contorted with 
anxiety and effort and 
strain and tension. It was a 
dreadful time," Joanna 
admits. 

Does she worry she'll 
get dementia? 

"It's the one thing I 
would find very hard to 
cope with, but there's very 
little one can do. I can just 
do what I can to make sure 
that there's enough money 
to pay for whatever care I 
need to make sure the 
boys and girls don't have 
to." 

She says she's in favour of 
assisted suicide. "We've got to a 
point where we are medically 
extremely advanced, but we 
haven't let our morality catch up 
with that. There's a real and 
profound anxiety about not 
prolonging life, whatever the 
quality of that life is. It's an 
understandable squeamishness." 


Being the organised person she 
is, her will is updated, a letter of 
wishes is in place, there's a living 
will and she has given her 
daughters power of attorney. 

Her biggest fear is becoming a 
burden on her children. 

"I'm not worried about ageing 
but I do everything in my power to 
stay as independent as I can. 

"I don't want to be a nuisance to 
my daughters and stepsons. I do 
Pilates, I walk everywhere, I live in 
a tall, thin London 
house and I eat well. 

"I’m stimulated and 
interested and busy. 

"Even if I haven't 
spoken to anybody all 
day because I've been 
working alone in my 
house, I know there's 
an awful lot of life out 
there on the King's 
Road, or I can go to 
the theatre or the 
cinema." 

Her novels keep her 
busy. In the latest, the 
four ambitious friends, who’ve 
shared joys and heartache since 
university, are now nearing their 
50s and in high-flying careers. 

But the group dynamics change 
when one gets sacked, and there 
follows a series of complications 
arising from betrayals, affecting 
both their professional and private 
lives, and threatening the future of 
the friendships. 


"I wanted to explore women and 
work because in my generation, 
almost no women worked. I was 
quite rare. 

"For my daughters' generation, 
they all work, and for my 
granddaughters' generation they 
expect to work." 

As research, she interviewed 
more than a dozen top 
businesswomen in the finance 
industry - traditionally a male 
bastion - in the City of London. 

"Women don't work the way men 
work, but they have the same 
feelings of legitimacy, validation 
and satisfaction from working. 

"Men are much better at 
compartmentalising. They do work, 
they do play and they don't muddle 
up as a whole, but women make 
relationships wherever they go. 

"Their private lives almost leak 
into the way they run their 
professional lives. They cannot be a 
different person merely because 
they are in an office. 

"I was struck by what 
wonderfully sympathetic mentors 
these senior women are to their 
junior teams. 

"So many of the women I 
interviewed said the one thing they 
didn't want to hear from a female 
employee was that she was giving 
up because it’s her job to go home 
and look after the family." 

Joanna, a distant descendant of 
19th century novelist Anthony 
Trollope, makes a good case for 


how work can preserve our sanity. 

"Working did, and has, saved my 
sanity. I have always worked. When 
the girls were little, I taught 
part-time, but being in the creative 
industry, you can work for as long 
as you are commercially viable." 

Her life has not always been as 
ordered and tidy as it is now. Twice 
married and divorced, Joanna has 
two daughters from her first 
marriage to banker David Potter, 
and two stepsons from her second 
to TV dramatist Ian Curteis. 

When that marriage broke down, 
she went through what she's called 
a 'mini-breakdown' and a spell in 
therapy. 

Did her successful career affect 
her relationships with men? 

"You have to remember the 
generation I am," says Joanna. 

"Men of my generation found a 
successfully working wife a much 
harder thing to cope with than the 
modern generation does." 

She says she doesn't have a 
partner currently, and remains 
tight-lipped about her personal life. 

She stresses that a career is not 
for all women, but says we should 
all support each other. 

"I believe that there's a special 
place in hell for women who don't 
support other women," Joanna 
concludes. "I can't bear women not 
being good sisters to one another."

XU HONGCI'S story 
reads like a Hollywood film, but 
this account is true. 

Hongci spent his early years 
toeing the line of China's 
totalitarian Communist Party. But 
one day he spoke his mind at 
university and his peers pounced, 
criticising him for his apparent 
anti-regime beliefs. 

Hongci was imprisoned on 
trumped-up charges in one of 
Chairman Mao's labour camps in 
April 1958. Over the next 14 years, 
he worked diligently - as a doctor, 
metalworker, miner or labourer - at 
a number of camps. The work was 
hard and food was often scarce. 

Hongci saw people die and 
watched his friends betray him 
publicly, yet he never lost his 
resolve. He tried to escape four 
times, finally succeeding in 1972, 
and is thought to be the only 
person to have done so. 

Hongci's story is fascinating, but 
heartbreakingly sad. Thankfully, he 
got his happy ending.

THE last two centuries 
life are examined via cold, hard 
statistics in Roger Hutchinson's 
absorbing history. What starts as a 
homage to the men who launched 
the census as the nation fought 
Napoleon, expands into a bite-size 
exploration of the state of the 
nation (and later Empire). 

Hutchinson, like Bill Bryson's 
non-travel works, manages to make 
what could be the driest of 
subjects come alive. He eschews 
high politics to focus on the man 
and woman in the street and their 
daily, yearly and decennial struggle 
to live and thrive against the odds. 

While this book may lack some of 
Bryson's warming humour, it does 
have the Ql (Quite Interesting) 
factor in spades.

looks at the real-life 
women who reached 
for the stars and 
inspired new movie 
Hidden Figures 


N ASA astronaut John Glenn 
became the first American 
to orbit the Earth in 1962. 

His historic Friendship 7 
mission was watched by 
millions around the world, but the 
unsung and unlikely heroes of the 
space race were a team of black 
women mathematicians. 

They were known as "human 
computers” and helped John Glenn 
into space to reach an orbit of 17,000 
miles per hour as he circled the globe 
three times. 

The story of how Katherine G 
Johnson, Dorothy Vaughan and Mary 
Jackson achieved the extraordinary 
in the face of prejudice is now being 
told in new movie Hidden Figures. 

Margot Lee Shetterly, the author of 
the book that led to the film, 
interviewed many of the women 
about the work during the era of 
segregation in America. 

Margot, whose father worked at 
NASA, says: "They faced the blatant, 
racist, legalised discrimination and 
segregation that we've all heard 
about. They had to use the 'coloured 
girls' bathroom, they had to sit at the 
'coloured' computers table in the 
dining hall and, when they left 
Langley to go home after work, they 
had to go to the back of the bus. 

"Every aspect of life was 
segregated. In many states, women 
weren't even allowed to serve on 
juries or get credit cards in their own 
names.” 

But she points out: "There was a 
shortage of male mathematicians 
because of the war, which drove the 
demand for women. And it didn't 
hurt their case that the women were 
very good at their jobs and could be 
paid less than the men.” 

NASA's chief historian Dr Bill Barry 
says Katherine worked on the early 
Mercury flights and also worked out 
the calculations for John Glenn's 
Friendship 7 flight. 

He says: "Electronic computers 
were being developed, but they 
weren't very reliable and people 
didn't trust them very well. 

"Interestingly enough, when NASA 
was running the calculations for John 
Glenn's flight, they ran them on a 
computer but they weren't 
necessarily happy with the results. 

"John Glenn said 'Well why 
don't you have the girl check the 
numbers?' And by the girl, everybody 
knew he meant Katherine Johnson, 
because she was the only girl around 
who was good at these sorts of things! 

"So John Glenn said 'If she checks 
the numbers and she is okay with 
them, then I'm ready to fly.' 

"Katherine manually calculated all 
the calculations, John Glenn flew his 
flight and all was right." 

Katherine was a single mother 
raising three children when she was 
working for NASA and says: "At NASA 


we were all working towards the 
same goal, whether we knew it or 
not." 

Dorothy Vaughan worked as a 
maths teacher before joining Langley 
and became the head of the West 
Computing Group and later 
reinvented herself as a computer 
programmer. 

Mary Jackson rose to aerospace 
engineer specialising in wind tunnel 
experiments and aircraft data... she 
also used her position to help others. 

Dr Barry says: "Mary was a person 
who was probably born to be an 
engineer. She had the talent and 


capability, but also the drive and 
determination. 

"She became the first black woman 
to go into a white school in Hampton, 
Virginia, where the school system 
was segregated. 

"In order to do that, she had to 
petition in the court to be allowed to 
attend the segregated white school 
and she actually managed to make 
that happen.” 

Margot explains: "These women 
were hidden in plain sight in a way. 
They felt they had a chance to do jobs 
they loved - and they loved this 
challenging maths - so they didn't 


draw attention to themselves.” 

She points out: "The year that 
Katherine Johnson was born in 1918 
statistically there was just a two per 
cent chance that she would even 
finish high school. Statistically at 
birth she was not expected to live to 
see her 35th birthday. And look at 
what she was able to do.” 

Katherine was awarded the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom from 
Barack Obama in 2015 and last year 
the Katherine G Johnson 
Computational Research Facility was 
dedicated at Langley Research 
Centre on the 55th anniversary of 


astronaut Alan Shepard's historic 
rocket launch and splash down, 
which Katherine also helped make 
possible. 

Touchingly, Katherine, who is now 
98, finds the growing fascination with 
her life's work and that of her fellow 
female co-workers surprising and 
says modestly: "I was just solving 
problems that needed to be solved.” 

As for what she advises women 
facing challenges today, she says: 
"Stick with it. No matter the problem, 
it can be solved. A woman can solve 
it - and a man can too... if you give 
him a lot of time.”

Not indicating is 
just so irritating 


N OT indicating clearly has 
been revealed as the 
UK's most inconsiderate 
driving behaviour. 

An RAC Insurance poll of 
more than 2,100 motorists 
found that 58 per cent of 
respondents named other 
motorists not signalling clearly, 
or at all, as their number one 
inconsiderate trait. 

A further 56 per cent cited 
middle-lane hogging as the 
most inconsiderate action, 
while driving too close to the 
car in front was voted for by 


51 per cent. 

RAC Insurance spokesman 
Simon Williams said: "There 
are a variety of behaviours 
at the wheel that motorists 
class as being inconsiderate, 
most of which involve 
deliberate acts which are 
blatantly thoughtless, but the 
top answer of 'not indicating 
clearly' is probably more 
due to misunderstanding or 
forgetfulness. 

"The confusion that it can 
cause is no doubt responsible 
for, at worst, accidents and at 


best, needless wasted seconds 
of waiting only to find out 
the driver wasn't really going 
where you thought they were. 

"The biggest example of 
'indicator confusion' has to 
be at roundabouts. There 
seem to be different schools 
of thought on how to signal at 
roundabout and very few that 
follow the rules set out in Rule 
186 of the Highway Code. If 
more of us were to follow the 
indicating rules, there would 
probably be fewer bumps at 
roundabouts."
